{BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES, 


SHINGTON, Sept. 8.—[Exclusive Dispatch.] 
The United States is preparing to cut entirely 
loose from the other powers represented in China 
and to proceed toward settlement upon independent 
lines. Notice to this effect may be sent the powers 
any moment,and the note conveying it is already 
written out. This move is ,somewhatin accordance 
with the policy of the government set forth in the 
note dated August 20. That note declared that con- 
certed action was greatly desired, and that the United 
States would withdraw its troops, hoping all ‘hations 
would agree, so joint negotiations might open. 
this paragraph was added “and the power which de- 
termines to withdraw its troops from Peking will nec- 
essarily proceed thereafter to protect its interests in 
China by its own method.” 

The government has arrived at the conclusion. 
that harmony of action cannot be attained on account 
of the attitude taken by France and Russia, and it be- 
lieves further attempts to secure joint action will re- 
sult only in delay and loss. Therefore the United 
States is preparing to take a bold forward move, 

The new step looks toward the opening of com- 
munication on the part of the United States directly 
with the Chinese government, with the view of a set- 
tlement of the question of indenmity, and making lib- 
eral commercial treaties without waiting for theslow 
uncertain movements of the inharmonious powers. 
this end the State Department is preparing. to avail 
itself of the mediation of Minister Wu, Earl Li and two 
other Chinese commissioners, and will doubtless ap- 
point American commissioners to deal with them.

GULF COAST. 


Wind and Water Cause 
Havoe. 


Galveston Engulfed by a 
Tidal Wave. 


Great Damage in Texas and 
Other Southern States— 
Steel Bark Lost. 


{A. P. NIGHT REPORT. 

HOUSTON (Tex.,) Sept. 8.—A hurri- 
cane, accompanied by a heavy rain 
has been blowing along the Texas coast 
for a hundred miles inland today. Gal- 
veston is shut off entirely. 

The iast report from Galveston 
stated that the’ gulf waters were en- 
croaching rapidly on the beach and 
that the flood had extended into the 
residence portion of the city for sev- 
eral blocks. The waves were very high 
and boisterous in the bay and consid- 
erable damage was being done to small 
craft, though the big bodts were not 
then in any danger. The rain has been 
very heavy all day, and traffic was en- 
tirely . There had been no 
casualties, and but little damage ex- 
cept along the water front. The South- 
ern Pacific wharves under contruction 


Inland there has been much damage 
to the cotton crop, the lint being 
blown and beaten from the open balls, 
and the rice crop has suffered severely, 
as it was nearly ready for harvesting.

{New York Tribune:] Victor Em- 
Jmanuel’s accession to the throne will 
have the effect of either preciptating 
or averting the long-threatened revo- 
lution in Italy. In any case, it is 
likely to prove the turning point in the 
destinies of that nation, and those who 
know the new King best are of the 
opinion that his country, so sorely 
tried during the last half century by 
military and diplomatic defeats abroad,

@ new and happier era. Indeed, the 
sacrifice of King Humbert’s life may 
result in the establishment of the

Amoy, which is the local promzn-:iation for Haimua, mean- 
ing Gate er Hacbor of Hai, is a small island, with sumer- 
ous thriving towns upon it, and several cities, the most 
_ important one being the ancient city of Amoy. Being an 
island, this “grab” is attainable without necessarily in- 
volving ¢ismembecment of the Chinese empire. Besides, 
mo other country is particularly aspiring to the possssion 
of it. The Japanese having made this forward move, it 
became advisable for Uncle Sam to send a guuboat of in- 
vestigation, hop!ng, of course, that the threatenad distucb- 
ances would be quieted through th> salutary effect that a 
gunboat cr two gives, and also that Japan would realize 
her broken faith with the Chinese viceroys, and desist from 
the further land ng of trocps on the islani. 

What with England occupying Shanghai, Russia New 
Chwanzg, Germacy Shan Tung and Japan Amcy, it keeps 
America scmewhat busy trotting after them te see that 
things are all <ight. 

The situation of Amoy is like a huge rock in the mouth 
of the Pei Chi River, with the crms of the mainland almost
